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NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 2 

 
 
 

CURRENT SITUATION: 
 

Initial attack activity was light nationally, with 164 new fires reported yesterday.  Eleven new large 
fires were reported; nine in the Southern Area and two in the Eastern Area.  Eleven large fires were 
contained, nine in the Southern Area and two in the Eastern Area.  Very high fire indices were 
reported in Missouri.  
  
 
COLUMBIA RESPONSE, Federal Emergency Management Agency.  A FEMA Emergency 
Operations Center is established in Lufkin, Texas.  Three Type 1 Incident Management Teams 
(Studebaker, Gelobter, and Anderson) are assigned in Corsicana, Hemphill, and Palestine, Texas.  
Two Type 2 Incident Management Teams (Houseman and Gray) are assigned in Longview and 
Nacogdoches, Texas.  Forty-eight agencies are cooperating in the search and collection of shuttle 
materials.  A total of 396,358 acres have been searched to date. 
 
NEWCASTLE, Animal and Plant Health Inspection Service, USDA.  State and Federal personnel 
have been mobilized in response to the outbreak of the Exotic Newcastle Disease.  They are 
working in support of the USDA APHIS operation under a Unified Command.   Support operations 
are being conducted in Arizona, California, Maryland and Nevada.  
 
 
 

SOUTHERN AREA LARGE FIRES: 
 
BIG PASTURE, Oklahoma Division of Forestry.  This fire is burning in slash and hardwood litter is 
four miles south of Antlers, OK.  Rapid rates of spread with torching and spotting were observed.  
Temperatures were in the mid 70’s with a relative humidity of twenty-five percent. 
 
DELLAS HOUSTON FIRE, Oklahoma Division of Forestry.  This fire is six miles west of Westville, 
OK.  The fire is burning in a pine plantation with residual hardwood slash.  Active fire behavior was 
observed yesterday with flame lengths of twelve to twenty feet.

***A RED FLAG WATCH IS IN EFFECT FOR EXTREME SOUTHERN TEXAS AND WESTERN 
KENTUCKY  FOR LOW MINIMUM RELATIVE HUMIDITY AND WINDS*** 
 
 
High pressure over the Southern Area continues to produce some of the lowest afternoon relative 
humidity seen this year. Winds will be especially strong and gusty, 15 to 25 mpg with gusts to 30 
mph west of the Mississippi River and the Appalachian mountain region. Temperatures along with 
humidity levels will continue to moderate as the strong southerly winds across most of the 
Southern Area will bring in more moisture.  Today will be the last day of the very low afternoon 
humidity’s.

After your initial sizeup of the fire and/or transfer of command from an initial attack IC, answer 
the following questions. Repeat this analysis whenever there is a change, or predicted change, in 
fire conditions. 

  

 Do you have a current fire weather forecast for the fire location? 

 Is the observed fire weather consistent with the forecast? 

 Have you established a new organizational structure and communicated it to the other forces 
associated with the fire? 

 Can you control the fire with the resources available (either on the incident or soon to be on 
the incident) under expected conditions? 

Have you developed a plan to attack the fire? 

• Direct or indirect  
• Anchor points  
• Escape routes  
• Head or flank attack  
• Priority areas  

 

 Have you communicated this to all personnel assigned to the incident, including new arrivals? 

 Can you see all of the fire area? 

 Can you communicate with everyone on the fire and with dispatch? 

Are escape routes established? 

• If you are using the black, is it completely burned and without a reburn potential?  

 

 Are safety and the standard fire orders being followed? 

 Will you contain the fire before the next operational period? 

 Have you reported the status of the fire to dispatch?
